October 3 ld and 4 th , the clergy (that includes 
the permanent deacons) of the Diocese of 
Rapid City will be in Spearfish for our annual 
fall Clergy Days. The topic for this years 
convocation is, “To Preach the Good Word 
Well”. 

Last spring the diocese of Rapid City, was the 
only diocese in the United States to receive a 
grant of over $100,000 to improve the 
preaching, proclaiming the Scriptures, and 
hearing homilies better in the diocese. The 
project on preaching is a program for clergy, 
laity, and everyone in the parish. This will 
take place beginning in the fall of 2007 and 
ending in 2010. 

So far, all the clergy in the diocese took a 
survey on their own understanding of 
preaching. Late this fall, the parishioners 


throughout the diocese will also be given the 
opportunity to give voice through a survey on 
the preaching and the proclamation of 
Scriptures that takes place at our Sunday 
Eucharist. There will also be parish meetings 
or gatherings that will give us the opportunity 
to gather and to describe how the Word of 
God—the Scripture, calls us to be Disciples of 
Christ. 

I think this is an exciting time for the Diocese 
of Rapid City and all the parishes in Western 
South Dakota as we reflect together on the 
importance of preaching and studying the 
Word of God and how this Word empowers 
us to follow Jesus more deeply in our lives. 

In the coming weeks you will be hearing more 
about this project on preaching “To Preach the 
Good Word Well.”
